1 giving a ’brief account of the 
arrest of TSENG Shao»fang and then outlined the draft ox the 'Military 
Discipline Adjustment 1 Plan, and its mem s of implementation* This was 
followed 'by discussion and study of the mbjeci matte/ by various repre- 
sentatives of the different units who u: mimously supported the Chairman's 
motion « 

4* WANG Tso-yao* Chief of Staff of the Kw.* agttmg-Kwangsi Column, pointed out 
that since the liberation of places uni or the jurisdiction of the Pear 3 
Biver Special Area, the discipline of troops of the Pearl River Column and 
the Kwang frung-lCw&ngsi Column was, generally speaking, good, and this had 
been favourably commented on by the public. Ho vr ever, due to relaxing of 
discipline, the troops recently began 'o act arrogantly, thinking that they 
were the heroes who helped to regain lie land* Because of this, they be- 
gan to disobey orders and Infringe or the privileges of the public* WANG 
Teo~yao continued to say that up to he present there had been 2$ cases of 
misconduct and malicious damage to agricultural implements by the troops 
out of 73 cases of misbehavior which had been dealt with by the Political, 
Supervisors* This reflected badly on the Communifit Party and the peoples' 
armed forces* The adjustment of niUtary discipline would, therefore, by 
extremely important* 

5* The draft, submitted by TSENG Sheng, was then passed unanimously and the 
following resolutions were made; 

a* All responsible Cadres of "ver;, armed unit must ensure the execution 
of resolutions on military discipline adjustment* They should also 
take care of the education of til unit commanders who come under their 
command and understand the importance of not overstepping one*s proper 
rank. They should study and discuss this, and set an example* They 
should be responsible for the 'behavior of their subordinates and 
those of Uie troops* and ensure the I there are few black mat hs on re- 
cord.
